It was stated today that during the 
lat week 47 bakers’ shops in Berlin 
have been plundered by the unem- 
pioyed. 

In consequence of the withdrawal 
of state aid to the bakers, the price 
of bread jumped from 1,000,000 
marks a loaf, on Monday, to 480,000,- 
600 marks Tuesday. The bakers now 
must buy their: grain in the open 
market, virtually on the dollar basis, 


and must charge fur their products 
accordingly.

No sin- 
gle germ ever has been found to be 
the cause of colds, Dr. Norton said, 
adding that while ntiimerous germs 
have been found to be contributory 
causes, no single one has been found 
to be dominant.

SYSTEM OF GETTING FUEL ~ 
ENERGY TO. CONSUMER TO 
BE CHANGED, EDISON-SAYS 


Distributed Throu 


Within a Few Years, He Predicts, Coal, Trans- 
formed Into Electricity at Mines, Will Be 


ghout the Country. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 18.—Thomas 
A. Edison interviewed newspaper 
men, spoke of the presidential pos- 
sibilities of his friend, Henry Ford, 
and declared that it would “spoil a 
geod man” if the nation sent Ford 
to the White House. 

The interview, an impromptu af- 
fair. given yesterday after Edison 
had appeared as guest of honor at 
a luncheon given by officials of the 
Edison company of New York, was 
reminiscent of the inventor’s much- 
discussed questionnaires submitted 
to his prospective employes. He was 
surrounded by a group of newspaper 
men who laid down a barrage of 
questions which he answered smil- 
ingly. 

Commenting on the unpopularity 
of new ideas, Edison said tnat it 
took from seven to 40 years trom 
the initial demonstration of a bene- 
ficial device to its ultimate accept- 
ance. 

“I made the first dozen typewrit- 
ers,”” he said, laughing. “And it 
took me geven years to convince the 
public they wanted them and then 
another three years to sell thera.” 
Foresees New Power Devglopment. 

Within a few years, he said. coal 
could be transformed into electr cal 
energy at the mines and distriv'ted 
throughout the country in nigh- 
power (ransmission lines, duing more 
quickly and efficiently the work now 
performed by the fuel after iong 
haulage and many handlinags Trans- 
portation costs and the various «ther 
charges now connected with g-tring 
fuel energy to the consumer would 
thus be obviated, he said. 

He added that he recently had dis- 
cussed the problem with a group of 
Nova Scotia power men. He de- 
clared that Secretary Hoover’s pro- 
posed superpower system was feas- 


ible. He added that “Whatever 
Hoover says is aj! right.” and ¢char- 
acterized him as a “level-hsaided 
man.” . 

Edison was animated in his dis- 
cussion of the development of clec- 
trical devices for the reduction of 
the daily hours in which the world's 
work is done. 

“It can be done, and soon, although 
I don't know how soon,” he said 
“But I am not so sure that it will 
be a good thing. It will *reate much 
leisure, and it all depends on what 
people will do with their ‘dle hours 

“How will they tse them? Will 
not the young men and women be 
harmed in the manner in which they 
dispose of their added lelaure, rather 
than be benefited? It will te a 
splendid thing for the older people. 
' of course, for they will know how 
best to empiqy the added Ii»‘sure 
hours.” 


Says Radio Widens Knowledge. 
He told of experiments made by 


Henry Ford in taking over an old 
grist mill on the Rouge “iver in 
Michigan. 

“He installed turbines,” Edison 
said, “and developed so much cheap 
power that farmers served from the 
plant cut their work down to six 
hours. Manufacturing plaots tn the 
distrigt so increased their capacity 
that women left the farms iw the 
dull seasons and earned $6 a tay in 
the. factories. 

Electrical transmission, fhe cou- 
pling of power stations and the de. 
velopment of electric railways were 
the most important devempments in 
the power field. Edison decinred 
Asked if electric railways could be 
extended so as to largely replace 
steam-operated roads, he answered’ 
“That depends on Wall street.” 

The radio, he belleved haa »>»een 
the greatest modern factor in caus- 
ing young people to think. [ft has 
widened the range oj) knowledge. he.

“Undoubtedly the most serious

“The British view is a traditions! 
one. This is not the first great 
European war that Britain has been 
engaged in. She has upon two or 
three other occasions been forced 
to enter into combinations for the 
purpose of overthrowing despvutisms 


defeated country. 

“It is therefore a question of ca- 
pacity. What can Germany pay? 
Here the world is confronted with 
almost a new problem, how huge 
sums of money due from one coun- 
try can be paid in a currency ac- 
ceptable to another. We were con- 
fronted with it when we came to 
dcal with our debt to you. We have 
settled it; but here the debt is barely 
ore-sixth of that which 's due from 
Germany. It is not much more than 
one-third of what it is supposed 
Germany can pay. 

Germany's Assets. 

“When you are considering what 
a country dan pay it is no use reck- 
oning up and assessing the value of 
her assets, land, forests, railways, 
|canals, factories. There are some 
| people who say: ‘Are not these valu- 
poe possessions worth many thou- 
| Sands of millions of dollars and can- 
not Germany hand over a. proportion 
\of them for the payment of repara- 
'tions?”’ How? That is the problem. 
She cannot transfer her railways 
_to France nor her forests nor her 
mines. She can send so many tons 
of coal across and so much timber 
and that she is prepared to do. The 
sbortage in the coal deliveries at the 
time of the occupation of the Ruhr 
was trivial. You may say she can 
-hand over shares in her factories 
and mines and other assets, but how 
are you to cash them? 

“The receipts are in marks and the 
dividends are In marks and until you 
restore the value of the mark those 
receipts are worthless for the pur- 
pose of transmission to any other 
country. We have to pay our debt 
to you through our exports to you 
and other countries. 

“TI can think of no other way in 
which a continuous debt of this kind 
can be liquidated. A country that 
does not sell outside cannot pay out- 
side. Yoy can part with foreign se- 
curities held by Germany but at best 
those are limited and if you were to 
confiscate them all, and that would 
'be impossible, you cannot pay one- 
thirtieth of the claim of reparation. 

“Now I want to make it clear that 
when Britain takes up thie line it is 
because she has a larger experience 
in igternational trade and finance 
than any other country on the con-

We have 1,300,000 
unemployed and their maintenance 
and the maintenance of their fami- 
lies costs us $400,000,000 a year. 

“We have no special interest in 
being tender to Germany. Germany 
was our greatest trade rival before 
the war. If we, therefore, take a 
restrained view of the policy to be 
adopted in reference to enforcement 
cf reparations it is not because we 
have any apecia!l interest in lett'ng 
Germany off, for we haveg deep 
interest in securing cur share of rep- 
aration. 

Cause for Attitude. 

“Why, then, have we adopted the 
attitude which we have of disap- 
proval of the violent methods which 
have been recently adopted to ccl- 
lect damages? It because we are 
firmly convinced that it is the worert 
way of attaining that end; that so 
far from obtaining reparations you 
will get nothing but trouble, s>me 
trouble today, worse trouble tomer- 
row and perhaps the worst trouol®? 
of all the day after tomorrow. If 
we were convinced that Germany 
was a rich country that was sham- 
ming insolvency in order to avoid 
payment of her debts; if we were 
convinced that she was deliwerately 
tricking us out of our dues, there is 
no country in the world that woul? 
be readier to join with the pr ment 
French “Government in any ac‘ton 
that would be necessary to force 
Germany to liquidate her legitimate 
debts. We are not convinced. 

“Has Germany paid anything 
since the date of the treaty? She 

s. Take first of al! her position. 
os best iron deposits have been 
taken away from her. Her potash, 
her coal fields in the Saar, and a 
large number in Silesia she has 
been deprived. Her richest agri- 
cultural district has been added to 
Poland. Her mercantile marine has 
been distributed amongst the allies 
and so also have her colonies. She 
is a defeated country with.al! that 
means in loss of prestige and credit. 
Nevertheless, she has paid in re- 
spect to her repargtions and the 
ecst of the army ~gupation since 
the date of the peac 2,000,000,000 
in cash and in kind, morethan twice 
what France paid after 1871 and 
nearly twice what we paid in respect 
to our external debt. 

Question of German Capacity. 

“Can she pay more? That can 
be ascertained without sending in- 
vading armies to occupy her prov- 
irces. In fact, you cannot examine 
ledgers with bayonets. There are 
much better means of ascertaining 
how it can be done. You then ask 
me ‘What would you do under the 
circumstances’? What is needed is 
t» ascertain, with some approach to 
whether Germany is ca- 
pable of paying more. If so, how 
can she pay?” 

“Mr. Secretary Hughes made a 
proposal in his famous New Haven 
speech which always struck me as 
being the right way of dealing with 
the situation. He suggested setting 
uv a. committee or commission of 
experts to inquire into German ¢Ca- 
pacity. He made it clear that every 
facility would be given for the ap- 
pointment of an American expert 
on that commission. He also said 
that the report would not be oblig- 
ator¥ to the allies. If they did not 
like it, they might reject it. 

“What conceivable objections can 
there be to that proposal? Ameri- 
ca was originally represented on che 
Reparations Committee, to which 
the Treaty of Versailies delegated 
the consideration of German ca- 
pacity.
